In this topsy-turvy, but highly- 
inventive, scientifically-daring world 
wonders never cease. 


Just returned from Germany, Dr. 
Willy Lange, of the basic science re- 
search laboratory of the University 
of Cincinnati, brings back the word 
that hungry, War-pinched Nazis 
are now making—of all things—but- 
ter from coal! 


Many California dairymen, 
haunted by the spectre of surplus 
production, undoubtedly would 
think it more to the point to de- 
vise a means of making coal from 
butter. And such a possibility, in this 
age of pyramiding scientific phe- 
nomena, may not be quite as fan- 
tastic as it sounds. For tremendous 
strides have been made of recent 
years and months in developing 
countless new products. 

New “plastic” products, such as 
combs, pencils, dishes, telephones, 
insulating materials, cigarette light- 
ers, paper and many other gadgets 
and necessities, already are being 
manufactured from numerous sur- 
plus and waste materials, including 
skim milk, rice hulls, straw and 
tree prunings. 

And chemical experts predict that. 
we are ent@fing upon a “plastic age” 
—an era in which plastics will be 
basic parts of most of the things 
which the world needs and uses. For 
example, plastic clothing, plastic 
buildings, plastic furniture — even 
Plastic ships, autos and airplanes— 
are forecast by some of the more 
daring chemical research students. 
In California, plans are under way 
for the construction of research la- 
boratories and for the use of sugar 
beet factories quring the off-season 
for the conversion of vegetable tops 
and stalks into plastic materials. 

There is doubtless room for a good 


deal of argument over how. far- | 


reaching the effects of the so-cal- 
led “plastic age” will be on Amer- 
ican agriculture. But one reassur- 
ing fact in connection with its ad- 
vent is that while in Nazi Germany 
it is the result of the scarcity of 
war, over here it is a result of the 
abundance of peace. 

Of equal significance is the fact 
that the theory of “prosperity 
through scarcity,” which was hatch- 
ed by the Washington “brain-trust” 
some years ago, now seems defi- 
nitely on the way out—even with its 
creators, There are many tell-tale 
indications that killing little pigs 
and plowing under every other row 
are to be accepted as yesterday's 
mistakes, rather than today’s poli- 
cies. And government officials now 
seem to be looking toward wider dis- 
tribution of farm commodities—and 
possible conversion of surpluses in- 
to industrial products—as sounder 
solutions of the problem of too much 
abundance. 

Whether the experiment will fail 
or succeed only time can tell, but 
the present Food Stamp Plan for 
distribution of certain surplus com- 
modities to families on relief is a 


definite indication that the govern- | 


ment is seeking means of increas- 
ing consumption, instead of expand- 
ing its program of paying farmers to 
cut down production. 

California, incidentally, is to be 
the laboratory for the first large- 
scale experiments with the Food 
Stamp Plan. For while the plan has 
been in operation in a number of 
small urban areas throughout the 
country, the newly-inaugurated pro- 
grams in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles counties will provide the 
first broad-gauged test of its ef- 
fectiveness. Relief families, under 
the plan, are permitted to buy “or- 
ange stamps” for the purchase of 
food through regular retail stores. 
With every four such stamps pur- 
chased, two “blue stamps” are giv- 
en—good for the purchase of spe- 
cified “surplus” foods, such as but- 
ter, prunes, grapefruit and dried 
beans. California farmers—princi- 
pal producers of many of the “sur- 
plus” products — are naturally 
watching the experiment with deep 
interest, as any workable, practical 
' Plan of feeding the needy with sur- 
Plus commodities would bring re- 
lief to fatméts ahd taxpayers’ as’ well 
as reliefeps?
